Tlie Chung-ngoi-sun-pu has tho following 
tribute to Dr Stewart :—

The Oolonial Secretary of Hongkong, Dr 
Stewart, from .being Head-Muster of the 
Central School, rose gradually to that high 
oftice, Hia surpassing: merits as a public 
servant were patent to all eyes and ears. 
And, more than that, Dr Stewart was a 
man so gentle and courteous, 80 sympa- 


thising and humble, that he might have’ 


answored without shame ‘to the description 
once given of suother :— 


* & breast brimful of. genial gentlencas ; 
A path life-long of heavenly purity.’ 
_ Hence all the residents in Hongkong 
from the highest to tho lowest looked up 
to him as the Great Mountain and the Pots 
Star Dr Stewart was by nature: shy of 
ladies’ society'and led o bachelor life’ for 
over twenty yeare, never ‘going beyond the 
twirl of-the lute in the direction of a do- 
meatic chorus. He was devoted to Chineso 
bouks ;.and, giving hia leisure to patient 
study, he curly attained proficiency in the 
Chinese langonge, by which he won. still 
niors the general esteem aud homage. 
Suddenly on. the 29th of last mioun he 
was taken ill in’ his office and went home, 
Medical aid was’ called in and he was. pro- 
houneed to have an attack of inflammation 
‘of the lungs, All remedies failed, and on 
tho 4th.of this moon the cago became more 
serious. On the Sth st ten minutes past 
nioon he departed to the land of the leal. 
All his. fellow-officers, his associates, his 
pupils, bis ndmirers—the whole city— 
Faissd a wail. On the 6th, at half-past seven 
in the morning,:;when his honoured remains 
werd borne to peaceful interment, the. offi- 
cials, civil and military, from the Governor! 
and ‘the General downwards, the. gentry; 
tho merchanta, the whole Central Sehoal 
and others, numbering over. a thousand, 
followed and took ‘part in. the..sad .cere- 
mony. His Excollency the Governor on 
that day ordered,the cessation of all publio 
work uatil two o'clock. in the afternoon to 
give oxpressiog to the feeling of sorrow: 
Wo observe that Dr. Stewart came. to 
Honykong.in' 1861, + and had attained the 
age of 49 when be was suddonly cut down. 
This is indeed a-sad instance of the tran-

Mr Shi Tszs-ying, the onergetic distri- 
butor of famine relief deputed by the 
Shanghai Silk Guild, bas beon interviewed 
by a leader-writer in the Shin Pao, and on 
27th Weptember appeared in that papor 
seme particulars obtaincd: from him of the 
amenities of charity distribution -in the 
distressed provinces. He sometimes tra- 
velled: several. tens of Ui ina day, 
| and was glad to take: refuge in some poor 
eubin, where -ho waa always warmly .re- 
ceived, and the women. +f the bousehold 
were sent to sleep at's neighbour's while bo 
and bis helpera. wore allotted space on the 
king, of brick stove-bed, with the: men. 
They had to carry their osn food, as with 
all-the good. wili in the world they could 
hub atomach the ordinary menu of grasa. 
roots and tree-bark. (They learned -what 
they did not know before, that it was poesi- 
ble fora amily. of five or six parsons to 
support lie on twenty cash o diy, the food: 
boing # ma-fay (heupen bag) of turnips and 
dried. cabbage ‘boiled in water, This diet 
they found in use even in districts not cate. 
goried as-‘ distressed,’ and it gave them a 
more vivid idea than they had ever had te- 
fore of the abject. poverty of wavy of the 
northern peasantry.
